Simeon Duck, Oovornaioiib caiididiito in 
tho election to be hold on Wednesday 
next. Hon. Robert Dunsmuir arrived i>u 
the stage by coming down tho centre aisle, 
and wuH loudly welcdined. On taking 
their ]ilaces iiii the .st.'i^c, Mr. Uitck ami 
lii.s f I ionil.s were al.su receiveil wiih ap- 
plati.se. On tlio plalfurni wore Hon. Dr. 
Ileliuckeii, Liuut.-Cul. Baker. M. 1'. P., 
lion. R. Duiisniuir, Hon. Then. Davio, S. 
I'ony Mill-s, Uoun. Bradoii, Chas. Hay- 
ward, Win. Lovinier, Conn. D. Harris, 
Chas. Wilson, ex-M. P. P., W. Mortimer. 
J. McDowell, W. Cherry, and several 
others. 

On motion of iMr. Gleorgo Byrnes, Mr. 
W. Loriniur was aiipointed cliainnun, who 
was well received on accepting tlie post. 
He stated that next to the honor of the 
election of a candidate cunie the presiding 
oliicer of a successful campaign iiieotiiig. 
He did not iiitenil to say anything 
fiirllier tliau to reipicst that eacli speaker 
bo accorded a fair hunring, and to ask 
that the same fair play prevail as tliat 
which existed on Wednesday evening last.

who WHS received with applause. He stiid 
lie was glad to see that fclie' voters of Vie- 
toi ia by their jireaence showed their deej) 
interest in thu utikira of their country. He

It might soom, from hi.s remarks, that he 
desired to dictitte tO; them us to whom 
they should vote for. • Far • from it; he 
had no sucli egotism or iiresuinptioii. Tho 
presence of so many jiiHtitiod him in say- 
ing that it was a happy omen, as it inspir- 
ed hiin with a great liojie of success (.A.p- 
plause.) Having beep defeated at the 
last general election, it wa.s not his inten- 
tion to again ccjiiteat this city in the prov- 
incial interest, but he had looked forward 
to H trip to Ottawa. It wus not his desire to 
make a change of climate, for he was sat- 
isiied with that of Victoria, and it was an 
old saying, that it was best to look 
for our laurolH where we lost 
them. However, iMr. Prior had 
been selected by his friends to contest the 
seat for Ottawa, and lie liad no doubt that 
gentleman was in a better position than 
he to represent VicW)ria's interests in the 
Dominion parliutnent. As ho said before, 
it was not his intention to contest Vic- 
toria, but he had been solicited by a re- 
quisition of Victoria's citizens, among 
whom were repreBonted all professioiiR 
and trades, and he, in answer t(j their 
desire, had decided to Ccune before thorn 
again for their approval (applause). He 
would first take into consideration some 
of tho qufistions in which tho future pros- 
perity of the . prbvinbe depended, and 
briefly pass under review some of the 
iieasures which bad in.'ido the policy 
of the present j^oveiiinieiit pojiular 
throughout tho province. First he 
he would touch on the finances. It was a 
.saying of hin friend Mr. Bond, aud this 
was also endorsed by Mayor Grant at the 
last meeting, that it was impossibl-^ to 
run tho government without a supply of 
"the needful." The liniuices >vere under 
the direction of an able financier, 
and the public need be nude:: no appro 
hension in regard t<i the tinauelal status 
ot the province, or permit their imagina- 
tion to carry them forward to thu time 
which may never come when-; they might 
be called upon to choose between excess- 
ive taxation .iiid hopeless b.uikniptcy. 
There was but one of three coiirses to pur- 
sue when govonniioutH desired to cirry on 
exteJlsijrjB .works and had not the money 
at theii?''cbniniaiid. They litid either to 
borrow, increase taxation, or permit the 
country to remain in statu quo. 'I'lie 
present government had decided to bor- 
row money. Through a proper expendi- 
ture of the money borrowed tho area 
of taxakion would be oxtoiided, and 
the alternative of incretising the 
existing rate of tiixation avoided. 
Who will say that tho extension of the C. 
P. R. to Coal Harbor and English Bay 
was not a wise and statesman like transac- 
tion ? It increa.sed tho value of lands 
along the lino, and wmild give homes to 
thousands and tens of thousands in order 
that they might add to the population, 
assist in the develojiiiient of the couiitr}', 
iind culti"ate the social and practical 
sciences of ciyilization ^applause). The 
government were to be congratulated 
rather than condemned for promoting tho 
extension of that railway (hear, hoar.) 
Thu relieving of the country from the 
drydock was an act of wisdom, and tho 
securuig of the building of the Island 
railway was also a boon to the island (ap- 
plause). True it was that tho railway 
could not be taxed until ton years 
aftqr its completion, but when that 
limit had expired tlie revenue would 
be iiioroased by iIk! taxaticju of five 
millions of dollars. The pureliiise and 
.settlement of the lands within the railway 
belt at present nmdu them subject to fixa- 
tion. The population of the province 
had nearly trebled sinoo 1882, which'Was 
shown by the receipts from provincial 
revenue tax-. Who will then say, on the 
strength of this rapid advancement that 
the governnioiit were not justified in bor- 
rowing a million dollars/ The fact that 
they wore able to iloat it on such good 
tortus as wore secured showed that our 
tinaiicial standing was high in the money 
markets of the world. The receipts from 
tho C. P. R. , there was. good reason to 
suppose, would bo Htifiicient to meet all 
the demands in coniiecLioii with the jiro- 
vinco's iiidebtediieas. This bugbear of 
financial doprossioii that has so long 
haunted tlie opposition only existed in 
the diseased minds of those who preferred 
\\ do-nothiiig policy tooiio of life and action. 
(Applause. ) Ho hud said that people do 
not find fault so much with taxation it- 
self, as they do with any misappropriation 
of the publio funds, Ho far nothing had 
been spent except that which had been 
voted hy tho legislature. • It was, thoro- 
foro, with tho aotunt of the people that

ning in Williams' or Humphreys' place as 
opposition, and thoy in t'lto government 
inlejesl, 1 would vote for Mr. Duck. 
(Lfiud cheers.) Bye tho bye, some people 
object to my being in the lumse and in 
the cabinet. (No.) Some people, I lay, 
object. Well, 1 object to being there 
myself (laughter), for 1 think I would be 
better out of it. But, gentlemen, I don't 
want you to forget this: I have 
not done as much ,'ks I slitmld like 
to have done for Victoria (cheers), but 
at the same time, do not foi-get that as a 
public man and a member of the goveni- 
inent, or even only as a supporter of it 
with private interests on the Island, it 
would be my duty to do what I could 
with those private interests to assist the

There ia a jeal- 
ousy between Vancouver and Victoria. 1 
am not a bit jealous. 1 do not take the 
same viov,'' -iWut it as some people do. Lot 
Vancouver and the Canadian Pacific 
Railway go their way and don't croak 
about it. The Canadian Pacific Railway 
have a jierfect right to build at the end of 
their line. It is their duty to do so, and 
they would be wrong if they did not. But 
it is our duty down here to do what we 
ciin to counteract that, 1 think. (Cheers. ) 
Some of you were surprised, and came 
to shake me by the hand when I applied 
for the bill to bring the railway down to 
the straits; and now 1 have applied to the 
Dominion government for the riglit to run 
a ferry across the straits (cheors). This is 
tho way m which to couiitoract jealousy; 
you must act for yourselves. It is two 
years ago since 1 thought of it, and until 
it was matured I never spoke about it, 
though I have been corresponding about 
it since two years iigo, urging thorn all I 
could to build the lino on tho other side.

Every coiisidorii.tion bad 
then boon extended by the Govorniiient 
side of tho house to him, and night aos- 
flions and ovory one's convenience had 
bended to I\Ir. Boaven's doaires, He (Mr. 
Davie) defined his position as a non-oliicial 
iiieiiiber of the cabinet, which w>is only 
for the ))urpo80 of roprosonthig tho legal 
department until his brother was restored 
to health, wdiicli ho coufidontlv expected 
boforosummor, (Loud cheors. ) Passing to a 
moro diverting subjcctho could corroborate 
his friend, Mr, Duck, that Mr. Fell, among 
other peculiarities, was in favor uf 
abolishing voting by ballot, and in proof 
quoted the report of a publio meeting hold 
on tho 20th ■hiuo, 188(), on the occasion 
of the Boneral election —whore he (Mr. 
Davie) had referred to Mr. Fell as having 
propoBod tq introduce open voting at 
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school elections and i\lr. Fell, though 
prestuil ill t he aitdieiieo at the time, hail 
llioii never attempied to contradict it. 
.Mr. Davie produced the Evcmikj Fost cow- 
laining tlie, report of the moeting'.in'.prouf 
of what he had stated. [Mr. .Fell here 
rose mil! said that the statements wore 
f.dseand iiiontion of thu red facts wiiuld 
set matters light and show also who the 
liars were (laugbtor). Referring to the 
Island R.'iilway and .Sotllonioiil Bill, 
which Mr. Beaven and Mr. Humpliroys 
denounced so roundly, thoy both ignored 
the fact that tho Clement s Bill,' intro- 
ilticed in 18H"2 by ,Mr. [le.'iven's govern- 
iiu.'lit, eedeil the s:uiie hind ami some 
loO.OOO lo L'00,001) acres moro, and that 
without any reservation whatover in favor 
of settlement; whereas .Mr. Dunsmuir's 
bill hold tho land open for pre-emption 
and purchase for fouryoar8,and takingad- 
vantage of this provision, upwards of 2,000 
per.sons Iriil settled upon the lands since 
the passage of the act, all of whom would 
have 1)0011 lost to tin; I'roxii.co hail 
tho Clements scheme succeeded. Air. 
Diiiismiiir had the road lo ri'aiiainio eom- 
ploted long beforo the timo when, uiuler 
their bill, tho Cloinents' syndicate were 
bound to construct it, and as to the exten- 
.sion to. Seymour Narrows, the Clements' 
Hyndicato had untd 1890, by which time 
(the Government having ahead j' made ex- 
ploratory sur\ oys, and there being a vast 
uxtoiit of rich hind) there was little doubt 
that the interests of Mr. Dunsmuir and 
bis associatos would have extended their 
lino. (Cheers). He had iilroady nearly 
finished extending from Estiuimalt to Vic- 
toria, which ho was not bound to do, and 
that without placing the city under black- 
mail, (prolonged cheering) but h;ul paid 
for ilia land and Wght of wtiy like a man, 
and, moreover, contemplated cxtontling 
his railway system so as to ferry across 
Fuca straits. The railway property was 
not free from taxation forever, as stated 
by the Opposition, but only lor ton years 
from 1883. The land, it is true, was 
oxompt from taxation until sold or 
develoiied ill Home w.'iy or juiothor, but 
chat was oijually so with the Clemolits 
bill and it would havo been oiitrageous to 
have tiixed unproductive and unsaleable 
land (applause). As to tho drydock give- 
away, what position would the province 
bo in to-day if it belonged here. But 
two ships (as he wiis informod) had been 
docked Ihero bosidosmon-of- war, and they 
they dotidlieads (as Mr. Dunsmnir said), 
the Imperial goveriunent lining entitled 
to dockage without charge, in eonaidora- 
tion of their contribution. He did not like 
to tire the audience with figures, but the 
opposition had told such astounding false- 
hoods that a few facts and figures suscept- 
ible of proof wore necessary. Tiiey had 
said that in their four years of idlieo the 
.Smithe government had expended Si.- 
• iOO,000 more tbtm Beaven for the preced- 
ing four years. They were only §(i00,000 
out and this was near enough for- them 
(hoar, hear). It was a fiot, however, 
that tho Smithe government had oxjiend- 
ed a million more. The Beaven expendi- 
ture from 1880 to 188.'? was 81,S,'35,2:i», 
and that of the Smithe government 
from 188-1 to 1887, .$•2,8013,873. To 
account for tho Smithe oxiiohdituro S^l,- 
05o,458 had gone in public works, 
$235,903 in eduaition, largo sums 
in maintaining . public institutions, 
subsidy for buUdingy.railway ■ to New 
Westminster, hospitals and 'charities, im- 
migration and other purposes; whilst civil 
government salaries tluriiig the period 
had amounted only to .^228.007. The 
administration of justice had consumed 
S48;i,2(51. all of which (a list of which 
were given by the speiikor) foot up to tho 
gross expenditure stated. Any .question 
arising as to the correctness of these 
figures could bo easily disposed of by re- 
forenco to the public accounts, as shown 
in a table of receipts and oxpendituros - 
which are bound u{> in tho sessional 
papers for the years named. Tho splendid 
showing of §1,053,458 for public works 
conclusively rebuts any statements made 
by Mr. Beaven, that little or none of the 
inoiiey has gone in public improvonionts. 
Contrasting the expenditiiros for public 
works with that of Beiivoii's iulminislra- 
tion during the same jioriod we have for 
roads, streets and bridges S75!>,380, by 
the Smitlie govoriiment, as against S35-t,- 
203, of the Beaven administration. For 
works and buildings, §200,354 for Smithe, 
as against 870,000 for Beaven. During 
four years Mr. Beave'ii's o.xpcndituro . 
upon surveys had been §0,475, whilst the 
govoniment in the -same time hud sp«nt 
§27,724 for surveys. The §37.600 paid for 
the railway to Now Wesliiiiiislcr should 
alsij bo counted among public works. 
It is, therefore, jilainly demonstrated 
that under the abo\o lio.'ul of public 
works the Beaven governnieiit shows a 
total in four years of §432,838, whilst the 
[iresent" government in a corresponding 
period show §1,090,958 on public works, 
or an increase of 250 per cent. Allow- 
ance, however, must be mado Beaven for 
§213,588 thrown into the dry dock at the 
expense of all the other publio works; but 
oven wilh this allowance, tho percentage 
against his government is vory marked. 
(Choer.s.) To put it another way, Beaven 
expends 23 percent, of revenue in public 
works and this government 31 jier cent. 
Whore, now, is Mr. Boaven's statement 
that no public works were loft to 
account for tho large revere received? 
They had been told also about the deficit 
of this Govornniont being a million or 
more. Parties making' the statement 
don't know what a deficit means. A de- 
ficit occurs w hen your revenue falls short 
of its estimato, but what they call a de- 
ficit here was the intentional excess of ex- 
poiidituro over revenue. Usually this 
would have been provided for by a loan, 
but as it was not worth while fioating 
small loans, the Government took ovor- 
dnvfts from the bank at five percent., and 
postponed the issue of their loan until it 
was worth while to borrow a respectable 
sum. True, not over §500,000 was im- 
mediately wiuited, and so the Oovornment 
told the house, but finding thoy could get 
a million at 4^ per cent, (the statute plac- 
ing tho rate at five) the Government 
floated tho entire loan at par, and, more- 
over, made arraiigemonts by which idl tho 
nioiioy nut being in use should bear thu 
same interest as thoy were paying for it. 
(Ajiplauao.) And ao he was now in a po- 
sition olficially to inform them that the 
total amount staiidiiu' to the credit of tho 
CJovernmeiit at this day is $547,957. 
(prolongod eliooriiif;), and if any ono 
doubts it Ito can enquire at the troasurj' 
or go lo Mr. Ward of tlu! B.aiik of British 
Ctdumbia, who was authorized to give full 
particulai's. Then the govornnieiit were 
blamed for the Kootenay bill, tho Okana- 
gan grant of §200,000, tho Vancouver 
0,000 acre grant, the ([uartz bonus, the 
Peace River cession, and various other 
nmttora, nil of which liad boon supported 
by some or other of the ojiposition. Tho 
Kooteiuvy bill had been supported by 
Boavon when it pro[)OHed to cede 1,500,- 
000 acres. Its provisions had now expired 
and the province was tho gainer §25,000. 
Every member, but Mr. Bole, voted iu 
favor of tho Okanagan grant of §200,- 
000; it was not payable until completion 
of tliu road and the government wil) reap 
far mure than that sum by tlie sale of 
lands open/ad up by tlie railway. It was

From pit t(i ilniiio 'Pho Victori.-i was 
crowded last iii^lit wliuii Mi'. Sinioou 
Duck, the Hmi. Rubuit Dunsmiiir, iiiul 
tlio Hon. Tlioodoro Diiviu iidiUoHsed ihv 
oloctors of Victoria. Nover in IIk- liiatory 
of piilitiLMl LjatluiringH svas a vaatLT, iiinre 
cutiuisiii.slio, and uioro onlovly imdiencu 
known in this city. Jt, in trnc that .soinu 
of the Oinxisition rouylis undoiivored iit 
first to disturb, and if ninoessary. breiik 
up, the meeting, but when tliey 
heard tlioir hissus fairly drmoiied ; by 
the Govornment cheers they desisted. 
Boxes, parquet, dross circle, yallery, uvui y 
seat was occupied, while tliorc was luuilly 
a spare inch of standing room in the lob- 
bios. It was a fraud, massive dcnion.stra- 
tion of the faith of the i)Ooi)le of Victoria 
in tliu Local ( iovornmont, indicative of 
their intcr:'.st in Wodiiesd.ay'.s contest, 
which nioan.s so nnicli for them, and may 
well bo taken as r. criterion of the fact 
tliat iMr.

Mr. Duqk made from' the lirsta tine ini- 
prossion.

Uhargcil 
by INIr. IJoavcn with beiiiL; an enemy to 
tlie ballut, ho turned the tal)lc3 on him 
very nicely hy sliowin.n that it was lie 
(Mr. Duck) who iiad inlroduceil the b.il- 
lot act, and that Jlr. Heaven and Mr. 
Williams were being supported by ox- 
Mayor Fell, who was its urch-onemy, who 
has publicly favored open voting, 
and who > endeavored unsiiocessfully 
to induce him to move an aniend- 
luunt to tlie school act, di)in;4 aw.iy 
with the ballot. When directly clial- 
luntjed by Mr. Duck lo deny that he 
had done .so Mr. Fell maintained a silence 
that unilor the circinii.ifances was most 
discreet. Never was a clearer exposition 
made of Mr. Duck s political career thaw 
by that gentleman last nii^ht. Beading 
from his reply to the requisition'prosented 
him when he first came before the elec- 
tors, he showed that he had then cume 
out as an Independent candidate, that 
his course in the Legishitiire was Indepen- 
dent, and that in joining the Sinitho f!ov- 
ernment ho could not be charged even 
with the pretence of "Hopping." That 
he explained his caurso to the satisfactioi; 
of the iiiidieiico v/as evidoncod by the 
liearty clieers that greeted iiim. Eiiually 
felicitous \va.s his liaiulling of the provin- 
cial tinanccs, oxpoiftug, as he did, the 
fal.se and unpatriotic statements of the 
. Opposition speakers and press. We do 
not propose to dwell upon these to.- night; 
Mr. Duck's speocli appears verj' fully re- 
ported in another column, and we ask our 
readers, and especially those who have al- 
ready made up their minds to vote tigainsl 
Mr. Duck to read it carefully, to com- 
paio it with the .Jeremiads wliich 
they liavo been lioaring from the 
Opposition, and to draw the iieees- 
Bfiry comparison between the two.

Henry Taylor, e.\.-n)anager of the On- 
tario Investment association and presi- 
dent of the b.iuk of London w.as scut up 
for trial on the iii st live charges of em- 
bczislement.

After tlK)r- 
oughly doing the Nile, and visiting Tel El 
Kebir and other battle fields of the late 
Egyptian campaign, he expects to leave 
for Algeria in I'ebruary. 

Borgehus & lieroiiscliil's mill premises, 
Montreal, occupied by the Dominion Fur- 
niture Company and Miiiard Hat and Cap 
Company, were burned ycsterilaj' morn- 
ing. The iirciueu were severely hamper- 
ed by the hose freezing. Loss, 8200,000.

FLOPPING. 

To Tin: EiiniiK — During tho present 
political canvass I have heard it urged 
against Mr. Duck that he "flopped."

In the jiresent trouble- 
some times ill the I'nited Ivingdoiil, have 
the learteis I'f the various pcjlitical jiarties 
been denounced as "lloppers" or traitors 
to either men or country ( On the con 
trary each is held generally in iiigh os 
teem for his independence, and for. the 
tenacity with which he adheres to a poli- 
cy he believes to be right. Mr. 'Duck 
has done this. No more ! 

Again, why is i\Ir. Duck's "lloii" or 
change more culii.able than that of the 
H(Ui. Mr. Heaven himself, who not con- 
tent to do his duty in that state of life to 
which (lod had called him in Garescho's 
building on Government street, "flopped" 
into ixditics at James Bay, where it is 
said he has aci|uired wealth, fame and 
exalted positieii, from which last be as- 
sumes to teach the people their political 
duty, and to censure them for any sup- 
posed tepid allegiance to himself.

What Alexander Begg Said About tlie Scheme 
In Halifax. 

Mr. Alexatider Begg told a reporter of 
the Halifax Herald, when ho arrived at 
that piu-t by the Allan liner Hibernian, 
that he had induced tho British govern- 
ment to advance £150,000 stg. , as a loan 
to British Columbia, atSJper cent., for 
the ])nr[)ose of assisting the emigration of 
the Scotch crofters, lishoriuen and cotters 
to the Pacilic coast. Not wishing to ap- 
pear to favor any onocla.ss of emigrants or 
colony above another, and to guarantee 
themselves against any loss, the British 
government lixed upon tho commercial 
rate. of interfest above stated. Mr. Bogg's 
scheme is to advance to families averaging 
five persons, tho sum of $(100 to onahle 
them to reach tlie I'acilic coast, where 
tho British Columbia government will give 
them free homesteads of 100 acres. The 
money thus advanced is to be repaid with- 
in twenty years upon a sinking fund ba- 
sis. Ho thinks that 0,000 crofters and 
fishermen Avill accept tho aid thus pro- 
posed to be ofFerod — provided they can be 
satislied that British Cohiinbia is what it 
is reproaented to ho. To assure them- 
selves iiiion this point thoy will send out 
dologatos early in the spring and thoy will 
be guided ahnnat solely by their report.
